Sparks From Mark 

This past week I am spending some time on 
the computer reading not only Steve 
Biegler’s bogs from Rome, but some of the 
Cardinals from the Unites States as well. I 
really enjoyed the reflection that Cardinal 
Roger Mahony had as he participated in the 
Holy Father’s Funeral last Friday. I wanted to 
share it with you.

Today’s Funeral Mass in Rome for Pope 
John Paul II was attended by more people 
and watched by more people on television 


than any other Funeral in the history of the 
world. That is a breathtaking statistic—but 
it’s true. 

How does one fathom such a phenomenon, 
much less explain it? An image came to 
mind as I participated in this extraordinary 
Funeral Mass in St. Peter’s Square, and as I 
looked out upon the sea of people that went 
as far as the eye could reach. Recall the time 
Jesus was teaching his disciples to stop 
judging one another? He also added an 
important point for us: “...the measure with 
which you measure will be measured out to 
you” (Matt. 7:2). We normally see this 
lesson as applying to extending forgiveness. 
But I don’t think it's limited to that. I think 
Jesus also meant that to the extent that we 
extend love, goodness, comfort, nourishment, 
and hope to people—we will also receive 
back ten or a hundred-fold. The millions of 
people who have come to Rome since the 
Pope died, as well as all of those who have 
journeyed to our Churches in the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles, have 
experienced deeply the love and care of Pope 
John Paul II. And now it’s their turn to 
return that love and care—and they did so in 
heroic and spectacular ways, often with great 
personal sacrifice. 

The overwhelming number of young people 
who came to Rome this past week speaks 
powerfully about the graced effect of our 
Holy Father upon the world. I had the 
privilege to meet many of them on the 
streets, and I would always ask one important 
question: why did you feel that you had to 
come for the Pope’s Funeral? The response 
was uniformly this: we came because the 
Pope truly loved us, and he spent his entire 
life trying to make life better for every single 
person in the world. Powerful! 

Just maybe our Holy Father left behind yet 
another important lesson for us: reach out to 
everyone with love, openness, and hope— 
and they will respond in kind.

He raises the level of morals, fosters 
virtue, comforts the sorrowful, strengthens 
the weak and stirs up all those who draw near 
to Him to imitate Him, so that they may learn 
from his example to be meek and humble of 
heart, and to seek not their own interests but 
those of God.”

i , to proclaim ‘the Gospel of Life.” And 
the State has as its primary task precisely the 
safeguarding and promotion of human life. The 
challenge to life has grown in scale and urgency in 
recent years. It has involved particularly the 
beginning of human life, when human beings are at 
their weakest and most in need of protection. 
Conflicting views have been put forward regarding 
abortion, assisted procreation, the use of human 
embryonic stem cells for scientific research, and 
cloning. 

The Church’s position, supported by reason and 
science, is clear: The human embryo is a subject 
identical to the human being which will be born at 
the term of its development. Consequently 
whatever violates the integrity and the dignity of 
the embryo is ethically inadmissible. Similarly, 
any form of scientific research which treats the 
embryo merely as a laboratory specimen is 
unworthy of man. Scientific research in the field 
of genetics needs to be encouraged and promoted, 
but, like every other human activity, it can never 
be exempt from moral imperatives; research using 
adult stem cells, moreover, offers the promise of 
considerable success
